was a descendant, of the English'Puri- 
tans. After a meager schooling he 
went to -work in a machine ship and 
later was employed ia machine works 
of his 'uncle, Levy Stevens, at Fitch- 
burg. Mass. 
AT2J-, he was a draftsman in a large 
steF.mship building concern in New 
York City, where he invented a new 
locomotive headlight, which went Into 
general use. He also did much to

was dinong the first to make dynamo 
eleccric machines and electrical ma- 
chinery, and in 1881 was nuide a chev- 
alier of the legion of honor, by Presi- 
dent Grevy.

1SS4 in London, and was 
immediately adopted by the 
British 
government, which used It in the war 
with .Matabele. The gun fired six hun- 
dred rounds a minute. Some years 
later Sir Hiram, created a baronet by 
Queen Victoria, after having become 
naturalized as an Englishman, invent- 
ed the first smokeless 
powder. In 
1894 Sir Hiram 
Maxim invented a 
heavier than air flying machine, which 
raised itself from, the ground., carrying 
a driver and a passenger. In 1915 he 
was appointed a member of the inven- 
tion board created by the government 
to meet the needs of the war.

ENFORCEMENT OF PEACE. 


While Europe is fighting and bleed 


ing, America is watching and dream- 
ing how- it can help the recurrence of 
any such tragedy. The League to En- 
force Peace is one of a number of or- 
ganizations Termed to secure the world 
'from the pitiful sorrow of battle. All 
sorts of plans are proposed for the re- 
organization of the world on a peace 
basis. 
The essential trouble is that a very 


great section of the world is not peace- 
loving. Here In America where most 
people are convinced that peace is at 
least a desirable end, we fail to under- 
stand more war-like ideas and temper- 
aments. 
In Europe there are great 


peoples who believe in war as an es- 
sential factor in the making of a great 
nation. 
. 
When a nation takes that attitude, 


it becomes a terribly uncomfortable 
neighbor. By constant attention to 
war preparations.'by training up a peo- 
ple with that end in view, it can be- 
come almost invincible over peace-lov- 
ing nations. 
While they are passing 


their resolutions and sending 
their 


delegates to their federations and par- 
liaments, the warlike nations 
are 


drilling and making guns. When the 
clash comes, it is the equipped and 
drilled nation that wins. 
Unless 
certain European, peoples 


change this temper of theirs, it will be 
exceedingly difficult .for the peace-lov- 
ing nations to maintain peace except 
at the cost of interminable war. This 
involves militarism, great armaments, 
a constant, drilling, and disastrous ex- 
pense. 
It is very doubtful policy for the 


United States, to join any league which 
should expect to make war on a Euro- 
pean nation that broke the peace. But 
the 
United States 
has 
economic 


weapons in its bands 'of vast power. 
It should use them freely. 
It should 


be willing to lend Its moral and ma- 
terial support, so far as consistent 
with a legal neutrality, to the nations 
that may form a league of peace, -if 
it is ready to boycott and isolate any 
nations that wilfully break the peace, 
It will have done much to convince 
the war lords that war, after all, is 
not 
the benificent 
force they had

Why do the symptoms of 
tills kind of poisoning vary so remark- 
ably?

In a discussion of the subject by 
the British Medical Society

years ago the physicians taking part 
in the symposium mentioned no less 
than fifty distinct poisons which have 
been recognized in cases of autointox- 
ication—ptomaine and toxins of all 
sorts and degrees.

State to Study Disease.

Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 24.—The Rlan 
of ti;c state board o£ health an offering 
a. state co-operative laboratory of hjr- 
gieuti -co any -city in the state which is 
willing to co-operate waff explained be- 
fore tae Wlaconsln Anti-Tuberculosis 
association here today - by Dr. W. D. 
Stovnll, Madison, director'Of the .state 
laboratory of hygiene, -who addressed 
the annual convention on "The'Need 
or Co-operative Laboratories.'" 
in most states, said Dr. Stovall, one 
state laboratory, usually located at. mo 
capilol, attempts to give service to all 
the physicians and health officers Jn 
the state for the diagnosis and control' 
of contagious and-infectious diseases. 
"The disadvantage of "/one central 
laboratory >ls'oT>vious 'for many rea- 
sons," he said, "butiprincipally because 
It is always far removed from a large 
percentage of the / physicians in the 
state, in which' case it takes the speci- 
mens which are sent to the laboratory 
for diagnosis, -.anywhere from twelve 
to twenty-four 'hours to reach the lab- 
oratory when the mail service is good, 
and longer If it i.s bad. It then fakes 
several nours, from twelve to sixteen, 
for the cultures to incubate or for oth- 
er work to be done. The. means of 
diagnosis is of no benefit to the pa- 
tient in the way of making; an early 
diagnosis and instituting treatment, 
nor to the physician in clearing-up his.' 
diagnosis early in the progress of the 
disease. In other""woriis, it is -not-a 
diagnosis as the physician .'thinks of 
diagnosis.

"These central laboratories then ije- 
come purely public health laboratories^ 
In that they serve the purpose of hold- 
ing- the patients in 
quarantine until 
they aro free-of the disease: germs, and 
:hereby the Community is protected. 
This is 
worthy 
enough,/ but I there 


should be more • adequate laboratory 
service in the state in order that the 
physician may receive the benefit. The 
community will also benefit in such an 
arrangement in that t'he early diag- 
nosis of the disease makes the further 
spread of it impossible." 
Another disadvantage of having only 
one central laboratory, declared Mr. 
Stovall, is the limited numjber of diag- 
noses it.can make. By having what 
Is now proposed by the state—co-oper- 
ativfc laboratories—the physician, ne 
said, may benefit by having adequate 
laboratory service at band; the patient 
is benefited In that the laboratory serv- 
ice maV be had quickly, and the com- 
munity is protected because the dis- 
ease . may be diagnosed early. The 
plan yropoead permits every city in 
the state to have a laboratory on the 
co-operative plan; that ia, the city 
shall appropriate a certain amount tor 
its support of the laboratory. The 
state board of health will contribute a 
fund to the laboratory sufficient 
to 
pay for the expenses and services of a 
man to do the work that comes to it. 
In this way the rural physicians would 
also receive a benefit not otherwise 
obtainable, 
"There is another great advantage 
in having a number of co-operative 
laboratories over the state," concluded 
Dr. Stovall, "and that Is that it will 
relieve the state or centra] laboratory 
of a large part of the routine work 
and will therefore leave the members 
of ths.staff of the central laboratory, 
free to devote their whole time, or 
most.of It, to research work along'pub- 
lic health lines. In other words; the 
state would be establishing a depart- 
ment for increased epldemlologic in- 
vestigation in the state, and at the 
same time have a system of labora- 
tories which will take care of the rou- 
tine diagnoses.''

Over Three Million Now Employed — 


Is Not Working Army in Skirts

London, 'Nov. 24. — The saying that 
woman's place i» in the home has lit- 
tle application in war time.- There 
are now in the British Isles 3,219.000 
women employed outside their own 
homes. 
It is generally recognized 
that their rally to work 'in the na- 
tional interest" is igoing to make it 
difficult for parliament to refuse thn 
demand for suffrage which will be re- 
newed when hostilities end. 
During the first two years of war 
the increase -of women workers, ex- 
clusive of party feminine occupations, 
was S«6,000. Of these 766,000 directly 
replaced male labor. In other words 
more than three-quarters of a million 
wom'eu left their homes to release that 
number of men for military service. 
In most cases the women went into 
the munition camps, where a consid- 
erable number of them, have given up 
their liies in "doing their bit." 


There seems to be no limit to thr 
claee'of work women can do. At first 
it seemed strange to see girl- conduct- 
ors on the 'buses, girl window clean- 
ers, Vhn drivers and messengers. But 
as the war progressed the field broad- 
ened and now even in'building, mining 
and Quarrying scores of women aro 
employed. 
The metal trades 
also 
have claimed their share of the new 
industrial army. It must be under- 
stood that this is not an army in. 
skirts. As a matter of fact skirts are 
worn for the most part only in those 
occupations which bring women 
in 
touch with the public. In most of the 
factories and shops, the breweries and 
the railway yards, Jumpers and regula- 
tion overalls are the approved cos- 
tume. The bus and tram conductors, 
or "conductresses," 
are 
jaunty in 
neat blue tunics and skirts reaching 
just below the knees — low enough to 
overlap close fitting black leather 


puttees.

Vow there are women ticket collect 
ors colters, engine cleaners and work 
shop" laborers. Tn Glasgow and some 
other cities women are.being1 tried out 
as tram drivers or motorwomen. 


Interesting 
statistics 
regarding 
woman's part in war work have bee') 
collected by the employment bureau 
of thu board of trade. The number 
of women recruited to industrial occu- 
pations between July. 191-*, and July, 
1916, was 362.000. Of this 
number, 
263,000 directly replaced men. In com- 
mercial occupations the increase in 
the number of women workers was 
198,000, while the number of women 
replacing men in this class was 201,- 
0000. This apparent discrepancy is 
accounted for by , the 
transfer 
of 
women- from the feminine side to the 
male side of the establishments. The 
increase In women clerks amounts to 
only 45,000, all of whom, however, 
have replaced men. 


The increase of women workers Jn 
hotela and places of 
entertainment 
is only 19,000, yet the number of men 
replaced in these establishments is 
31,000, many of the old female em- 
ployes now doing: the work of men. 


There Jhas been much discussion 
lately as to whether the city woman 
is a success on the farm and the point 
Is far from being settled. 
Neverthe- 
less K6 000 more women are working 
steaJiiy at agriculture today than in 
July, 1914. In 1914 there were only 
2 000 women employed in government 
arse-jale and dockyards. 
N7ow . there 
are 70,000. 
The English breweries 
formerly employed S.OOQ women. Now 
they have 18,000.
